The cru sad ers cannot see why the 
mak ers of oleomargarine shou ld be 
prohibited from d y ing their prod u ct 
while the farmer and the d airy man 
are allowed to giv e their brick s and 
patties and rolls the tint of analine 
or annatto. 
For the moment, perhaps, the 
wto- 
men hav e forgotten that they hav e 
no v otes and the farmers hav e. The 
d airy interests are all powerfu l at 
Washington becau se they hav e an u n­ 
obstru cted way to the ballot 
box . 
They claim it to he one of their in­ 
alienable rights to color bu tter and 
to prev ent the coloring of any su bsti 
tu te for bu tter. 
“Nice, y ellow bu tter” is inv ariably 
artificially colored , and far too often 
the coloring matter u sed is not whole 
some. Bu t the d airy interests wish 
to color their bu tter and congress al­ 
lows them to d o so becau se of their 
great v oting strength. 
So to compel the d airy men to q u it 
pu tting coal tar d y es in their bu tter 
the women mu st q u it bu y ing any ­ 
thing bu t natu ral bu tter, which is 
mu ch more white than y ellow. When 
they also become a v oting power they 
may mak e anothe rattack , hu t mean­ 
time their sole recou rse is to hit at 
the d airy man’s pock et.

ftna lnt Custom That W e n t W ith Thla 
Day In Old Ea gla nd. 
Maundy Thursday used to be also 
called Sbere Thursday, "for that," sa ys 
an old homily, "In old fa thers’ da ys the 
people would that day sbere their hedes 
and clypp tbeyr berdes and pool their 
beedes 
and 
so 
make 
them 
honest 
aga inst Easter day." 
The derivation 
of the word "Maundy" is less simple. 
Some derive it from the Latin "man- 
datum,” a command, referring to the 
sacred command given on that day to 
wash the feet of the poor, which wa s 
done annually by our kings and queens- 
until the practice came to an end with 
James II., or it may come from the old 
French "maundier," to bog, as this bqs 
a lw a ys been the poor people’s Thurs­ 
day. 
Most probable of all 
Is tbe de­ 
rivation of the word from the maunds, 
or baskets, Anglo-Sax on "mand,” in 
which things vvere given to the poor 
on Maundy Thursday. 
On Muundy Thursday, sa ys an old 
writer, "the kynges aDd queues of Eng­ 
land wasbe the feete of so many poore 
menne and women as they be yores 
olde, and geve to every one of them so 
many pence, with a gowne and another 
ordinary almes of meate and kysse 
tbeyr feete, and afterward geve theyr 
gownes off theyr backs to them that 
they se most needy of al the nomber.” j 
Some idea of the contents

maunds or ba skets may be gathered, 
from an account of 1731, when forty- 
eight poor men and women, that being 
the king’s age, received "one large old 
ling and one large dried cod, tw elve 
red herrings and four half quartern 
loaves, a fter which was distributed t o;

cloth and four penny pieces of silver 
and shillings, to each about £ 4 In 
value."
